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Police and Community Converge at ORR Field

What is known as "National Night Out" all across 
the country is becoming a pretty big deal. And it is always 
a big deal in the Tri-Town because, as a community of not 
just one but three police, fire, and emergency response 
management departments, a plethora of patrol cars, 
ladder trucks, ambulances, cool four-by-four vehicles, and 
an army of emergency responders, demonstrating them is 
immense. 

The front lawn of Old Rochester Regional on 
Tuesday night, August 1, was vastly lined with every kind 
of emergency vehicle with beeps and bleeps and blinking 
lights of all volumes and patterns - and even more 
children to delight in them. 

The National Night Out began over 30 years 
ago as an annual community-building campaign to help 
foster community-police partnerships and a friendly 
camaraderie amongst law enforcement personnel and 
community members. 

Literally millions of Americans across the country 
in thousands of communities nationwide host a local 
National Night Out, and the Marion, Mattapoisett, and 
Rochester communities have been doing it for at least 
the last four years, said Rochester Police Sergeant Robert 
Small. 

Every year, the event seems to grow by at least 
one other vehicle, or by one additional booth promoting 
community safety. 

This year, Rochester Police Officer Robert 
Nordahl helped prepare a booth on child seat safety, 
which included demonstrations and installation 
assistance. 

The Healthy Tri-Town Coalition also set up a table 
to keep the public aware of Lyme disease. West Nile virus, 
and displayed some new advances in safety such as the 
medical storage safe box for medications in the home. 

On the far west end of the lawn, Mattapoisett 
Firefighter Joseph Tripp was helping kids use the fire hose

to hit a target, pausing to help the kiddos straighten their 
nifty new plastic firefighter hats, given out courtesy of the 
local fire departments. 

The sounds of beep beep and blip blip, along with 
swirling lights of blue and red made for some cool clamor 
as the kids were allowed to climb into the vehicles and 
experience some vivid make-believe with all the bells and 
whistles at their fingertips. 

Sergeant Small sees the importance of hosting 
such an event year after year. It's all about creating a 
space where the community and law enforcers - as 
well as fire and EMT workers - can meet and just enjoy 
interacting in a casual setting. 

"It's definitely an opportunity for the community 
to get to speak to us without any urgency," said Small, 
which is usually the premise of a conversation with 
police. "It's a chance to come out and meet us in a quiet 
environment where all the equipment is out to look at. We 
get to say 'Hi' to people in a more neutral environment," 
Small said. 

It's great for the people of the community to get 
to know the ones who respond to their calls for help. 

Small said, and it's equally beneficial for the police 
officers, he added. 

"Everybody's in a good mood," said Small, 
"especially when it's good weather like this. It's just really 
easy." He added, "It's an easy, friendly environment to get 
to know each other."

natural for me to take over, because I have done a little of 
everything."

former player at Old Rochester Regional who is an 
assistant coach there, has her back. 

"I know a lot about football, but it's nice to 
have your husband as a go-to for any kind of technical 
questions," she said.

Between 10:00 am and 2:00 pm, the tiny village of 
Marion saw a steady flow of people intent on enjoying the 
decades-old fair.

time employee. He grew up in Rochester where he had 
a bit of an epiphany in sixth grade.

We've 
done a lot here, first over at the Captain Hadley house, 
then back into the school. Now it's like this full-fledged 
production studio. That whole experience was great, I 
couldn't be happier with where we are." 

As Lawrence got more and more comfortable 
with his skills, he also learned an inconvenient truth: that 
living in Southeastern Massachusetts, surrounded by a 
loving family and lots of friends, was not the place for 
him to really thrive in his field. He knew he'd eventually 
have to make a move if he really wanted to reach his 
goals.

Lawrence has no delusions of instant grandeur, 
saying he plans to grind his way toward his goals. 

"There's a hierarchy, you work your way up 
from the bottom," he said. "Just being in the camera 
department for feature films, that's my goal. Los Angeles 
really is where you have to be, just being around people 
that have that same passion that you do." 

For Lawrence, nerves are taking a backseat to 
excitement. 

"I don't care if it's a set of a hundred people, a big 
narrative film with a budget, or just a few people working 
on a short project," he said. "What's great about L.A. 
is that there are just so many different ways to express 
yourself." 

Lawrence cites "anyone who produces original 
content" as influences, specifically Edgar Wright, 
Christopher Nolan, and legends like Steven Spielberg and 
Alfred Hitchcock.

Water Causes Damage at Music Hall

Water damage to multiple levels of the Marion 
Music Hall that happened over the past weekend 
is estimated at around $17,000 to $20,000, Town 
Administrator Paul Dawson told the Marion Board of 
Selectmen on August 1. 

The origin of the water that caused the damage 
was in the second floor ladies restroom. Dawson said 
either a busted or loosened main supply to the toilet 
caused water to leak out and seep through the floor onto 
the main level and then basement of the building located 
at 164 Front Street. 

The main pipe was likely broken, Dawson 
suspected, possibly by a person cleaning the bathroom 
with a mop. However, it may have just come loose, he 
said. 

The water likely leaked throughout the weekend

until Sunday when it finally activated the smoke alarm. 
The Fire Department responded and the water main to the 
Music Hall was shut off. 

The Town's insurance company will likely cover 
the cost of the damages ranging from damaged linoleum 
in the bathroom to damaged wide plank pine floor boards 
in the reading room of the first floor, and some carpeting, 
along with some ceiling damage. Dehumidification of the 
basement is already underway. 

"The number one concern is mold," said Dawson. 

The Facilities Department is pricing out the repair 
work now. Dawson said the Town has a $1,000 insurance 
deductible. 

In other matters, Dawson recommended that 
the selectmen consider looking within the current police 
department for a candidate to replace Police Chief Lincoln 
Miller who will retire at the year's end. 

"I think that it might behoove the board to at 
least consider exploring the possibility of looking within 
the department itself to see if there is A: interest, and B: 
leadership qualities," Dawson recommended, before the 
board seeks to advertise for the position. 

Dawson invited current command staff including 
sergeants and the lieutenant to consider if they might be 
interested in pursuing the chief of police position. The 
board would welcome a letter of interest and a resume 
and would meet one-on-one to discuss applicants' 
qualifications, "...And determine if [the selectmen] feel

they have a satisfactory candidate or go outside and 
broaden the search," said Dawson. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman Jody Dickerson 
concurred. 

"I think this is a good opportunity ... to kick 
the tires," said Dickerson. "Let's see what we got within 
the department. Let's sit down with them . . . and have a 
general conversation with them . . . and see where they 
go." Dickerson continued, "If we don't feel comfortable, 
then we can look somewhere else." 

Selectman Norm Hills also preferred to "move 
someone up" before seeking to widen the search. 

Dickerson commented that Chief Miller was 
promoted from within 18 years ago, and so was the prior 
police chief. 

"It makes sense," said Dawson. "There's a real 
benefit to having somebody who knows the town and 
understands the culture of the department and can 
provide that continuity of leadership." 

At the end of the day, Dawson added, there's no 
commitment.

Mattapoisett to Get Shark Tracking Buoy 

Mattapoisett Marine Advisory Board

It seemed apropos that "Shark Week" on TV 
should end with the announcement that Mattapoisett will 
be the recipient of a shark-tracking buoy. 

During the July 27 meeting of the Mattapoisett 
Marine Advisory Board, Harbormaster Jill Simmons said 
it was a gift to the town. 

Simmons explained that Sue McGowan, a 
business partner of Gilman Corporation, a manufacturer 
of navigation aids, is also a lifelong summer visitor. 
Simmons wrote in her report, "She is funding the project 
and made it a requirement that one (shark buoy) come to 
our town." 

Simmons said with the USCG disestablishment of 
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navigation buoy No. 2 slated for November and located 
off Angelica Point, the shark buoy would be placed there 
to serve two purposes. 

Simmons wrote, ". . .people are used to seeing 
something there and they can also use it as a mark when 
Number Two goes. " Simmons also noted that Mattapoisett 
is the only place in Massachusetts that had ever suffered 
a fatal shark attack - July 25, 1936. She said the placement 
of the shark buoy in this location will, "give it a clear shot 
of all of Buzzards Bay. . ." where the sharks are traveling. 
The buoy, Simmons said, will be placed in the coming 
week. 

In other business, the MAB has just completed 
a monumental task - the writing of updated waterways 
rules and regulations. That project took the group nearly 
two years to complete, but now that all the fine print 
has been debated and vetted, the final draft is before the 
Board of Selectmen for their seal of approval. 

Chairman Carlos DaSousa said, "We spent a ton 
of hours on it, most especially Bob Moore." Moore, who 
was not present, was lauded for volunteering his time and 
talent to editing the electronic document in preparation 
for submittal to the selectmen. 

DaSousa said that once the selectmen approve 
the final version, which should take place at their first 
meeting in August, it will be uploaded to the Town's 
website and will also be available at the town clerk's 
office.

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DaSousa said the selectmen also asked the 


MAB to begin writing a new waterfront management 
plan. He noted that during previous meetings. Town 
Administrator Michael Gagne had met with the board 
to discuss such plans, but the project had sputtered out. 
Now with the completion of the rules and regulation, the 
group could return their focus to this document. 

Back in 2015, Gagne had approached the 
MAB about just such a plan. At that time he brought 
in David Janik, South Coastal Regional Coordinator 
for Massachusetts' Coastal Zone Management Office, 
a branch of the Executive Office of Energy and 
Environmental Affairs. During the November 2015 
meeting of the MAB, Janik told the group to be "very 
specific" on the point of private docks and piers, a very 
hot topic for the town at that time. 

Again in April 2015, Gagne told the Board of 
Selectmen that the MAB would need to coordinate with 
the Planning Board and SRPEDD to undertake this task. 
He said that SRPEDD had the personnel to assist the 
Town. At that time, Gagne said, "A harbor plan would 
allow the Town to develop their own language for 
Chapter 91 projects," such as private docks and piers. 

There was some discussion on this night amongst 
MAB members as to whether or not the Town could write 
such policy without first seeking the State's permission to 
do so. 

DaSousa said he would follow-up with Gagne for 


clarity regarding the matter and that they would invite 
Janik to attend a meeting in the future. DaSousa also said 
that next month he'd be looking for volunteers to form a 
sub-committee to undertake the drafting of a waterfront 
plan. 

The next meeting of the Mattapoisett Marine 
Advisory Board is scheduled for August 31 at 7:00 pm in 
the Town Hall conference room. 

Agriculture Supply Business Proposed 

Rochester Conservation Commission

At the August 1 meeting of the Rochester 
Conservation Commission, the commission and the 
public heard for the first time about plans for a new 
business on Kings Highway proposed by Craig Canning 
of Progressive Grower Inc., as the plans pertain to the 
wetlands. Those plans are to develop the property for an 
agricultural supply business. The property in question 
is owned by Tremont Enterprise Corporation of West 
Wareham. 

Represented by Brian Grady of G.A.F. 

Engineering, Canning's plans include six 60-foot by 120- 
foot buildings for the storage and distribution of fertilizer 
and agricultural supplies. 

Grady described the areas under the jurisdiction 
of the Conservation Commission: stormwater 
management conceptual plans, limits of work, and 
wetlands flagging. 

One abutter who aired concerns about stormwater 
management was assured by Grady that the proposed 
system would not add to his basement flooding issues. 

Grady said that he would be working closely with 
Ken Motta of Field Engineering, Rochester's consultant 
during plan development phases, and said that they 
would soon be meeting for the first time with the Planning 
Board. 

Given that the proposed project was in the very 
early stages. Chairman Michael Conway asked if the 
applicant wished to continue the hearing for several 
weeks. Canning agreed, and the Notice of Intent hearing 
was continued until September 5.

With minor modifications that included 
monitoring of new plantings over two growing seasons 
by a qualified environmental scientist, re-planting any 
vegetation that fails to thrive, and completion of all work 
by October 2017, the three filings were conditioned. 

Also receiving good news for an after-the-fact 
Notice of Intent filing were members of the trustees for 
the Hartley Beach Trust: Patricia Corwin, Norene Hartley, 
and Keith Cannon. 

Mitigation plans for unpermitted clearing were 
submitted by Brian Madden of LEC Environmental. 

The plans were accepted along with a request by 
the commission that the owners place timber posts along 
the no-touch zone for visual limits of work for any future 
landscape activities. Restoration must be completed by 
the fall of 2017. 

Commission member John Teal spoke up at the 
end of those cases, saying, "I think we get too far into 
these mitigation areas.... Mother Nature does a good 
job.... Natural processes work just fine." He also said,

Next, the commission approved the RDA for 
Elizabeth Kearns of 483 Point Road to extend her yard 
another 25 feet closer to the wetlands, giving it a Negative 
Determination. In a previous filing for a Notice of Intent, 
Kearns had only requested her yard for a new house 
construction to approach the wetlands by 35 feet. Now 
she asked to extend the yard another 25 feet towards the 
15-foot vegetation no-touch zone. Activity will include 
some clearing, grading, topsoil, and lawn procurement. 
The commission told Kearns some sort of 'permanent- 
ish' barrier should be installed, such as boulders that the 
commission typically prefers, but Kearns will install a 
fence of sorts, just as a visual reminder to future property 
owners that no further encroachment is allowed unless 
they file with the commission first. 

"I have no issues with what's being proposed," 
said commission member Shaun Walsh. 

Before adjournment, the commission approved 
Frederick Trezise's RDA to remove and trim trees 
that are in contact with house, remove phragmites, 
and install a pre-constructed shed onto a prebuilt 18- 
foot by 20-foot raised gravel and wood "bed." Walsh 
said he was comfortable with the chosen licensed and 
qualified pesticide application professional to remove the 
phragmites, and he commented that he found no further 
concerns. The application for the address 22 River View 
Lane received a Negative Determination. 

The next meeting of the Marion Conservation 
Commission is scheduled for August 9 at 7:00 pm at the 
Marion Music Hall at 164 Front Street.

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Colossal. Starring Anne Hathaway and Jason Sudeikis. 
Directed by Nacho Vigalondo. Running time: 109 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. Now on home video. 

Colossal mashes up two such madly divergent 
genres — the kaiju, or giant monster, movie and the 
sincere romcom — that it shouldn't work as demonically 
well as it does. Partly its success owes to the willingness 
of its writer / director, Nacho Vigalondo, to make the 
characters stubbornly imperfect and idiosyncratic. The 
movie's human drama has a slow, steady launch, but by 
the time it enters the realm of science fiction, or fantasy, or 
horror, or whatever you choose to call it, we are invested 
in these people, and we respond to the metaphors more 
organically and freely than we might otherwise. 

Vigalondo, a sci-fi /horror man from the 
beginning, gives us a tenuous explanation for the 
premise. Gloria (Anne Hathaway), a drunken wreck of a 
woman, somehow inadvertently summons and controls 
the movements of a giant monster in South Korea. She 
lifts her arms, it lifts its arms. This apparently only 
happens when she enters a park in her hometown at 8:05 
in the morning. These are the rules we need to accept 
in order to enter into the imaginative contract; once we 
sign it, Vigalondo honors our desire for an unpredictable 
good time. The movie eventually settles into stark drama, 
evoking such real-world monsters as violent jealousy and 
self-hatred lashing outward at friends and strangers. 

For a while. Colossal is rumpled good company. 
Gloria, played by Hathaway as a slightly more affable 
gloss on her human wreckage from Rachel Getting Married , 
is booted from the New York apartment she shares with 
her boyfriend Tim (Dan Stevens). Tim is tired of dealing 
with Gloria through the haze of alcohol or post-alcohol. 
Dejected, she returns to her late parents' empty house in 
Mainland and squats there. She encounters a childhood 
friend, Oscar (Jason Sudeikis), now a bartender at the 
place formerly owned by his late dad. He offers Gloria 
a job; she accepts. She hangs out at the bar after hours, 
mumbling late-night talk with barflies like Garth (Tim 
Blake Nelson), a closet cokehead, and Joel (Austin 
Stowell), who has a crush on her. A good portion of the 



movie explores what happens to orphans in their thirties, 
what they make of themselves (Gloria once had a writing 
gig in New York but blew it). 

But then the monster rises in South Korea, 
causing chaos and sometimes death (and then, later, a 
kind of fascination). Gloria recognizes her connection 
to the creature, and partly the movie is a joke on self- 
absorbed people who feel their actions are more impactful 
and reverberant than they are. But it's also a vindication: 
Gloria really is causing havoc, both here in Mainland 
and abroad in South Korea. As I say, the origin of all 
this is explained piecemeal, eventually taking in Oscar, 
the movie's acidic take on Nice Guys. Hathaway's 
performance is terrific, but terrific in a known-quantity 
way — we've seen her go here before — whereas Jason 
Sudeikis weighs in with finely shaded work that crosses 
over, from time to time, into pathos and even threat. I 
never expected to find this amiable funnyman frightening, 
but the movie is full of surprises. 

Because Colossal follows the emotions of its 
characters rather than an airtight plot, it's impossible to 
pin down; we never know where it's going, and it will not 
please literal-minded viewers who want to hear the click 
of a logical explanation. Gloria's life swamps everyone 
else's with drama and problems; she's a bit of a monster 
herself, stomping through the skyscrapers of other 
people's lives. (At times I was reminded of a Julie Doucet 
self-portrait of her as a giant, heavily menstruating all 
over a terrified city.) The movie doesn't linger on the 
South Korean kaiju scenes — they're mostly seen in TV 
clips or on the internet. It all resolves in a climax of tragic, 
hard- won triumph. I don't know what genre Colossal 
finally lands in; like Being John Malkovich, it's so bent it 
makes its own shelf to sit on.

Safe Storage and Disposal of 
Medications and Syringes 

Many local police departments offer 24/7 
prescription medication drop-boxes for the safe disposal 
of unused or expired medications. Medications that can 
be disposed of in the drop-boxes include prescription 
ointments, prescription medications, medication patches, 
and samples, as well as over the counter medications, 
vitamins and pet medications. Lotions, liquids, and 
non-prescription ointments are not permitted. For 
your privacy, please remember to remove all personal 
identification before placing items in the drop-box. In 
Mattapoisett, the medication drop-box is in the lobby of 
the Police Station, located at 64 County Road (Route 6). 

For the safe disposal of needles and syringes, 
sharps containers are available free of charge from the 
Mattapoisett Police Station and the Public Health Nurse's 
office. Used sharps containers may be returned to the 
Public Health Nurse's office for safe and proper disposal 
of these items. 

The safe and proper storage and disposal of 
all medications, needles, and syringes helps to prevent 
accidents or misuse. These items should always be stored 
in a secure location, out of sight and out of reach of 
children. To assist you with safe storage in the home, lock- 
boxes can be purchased at your local pharmacy or retail 
store such as CVS, Walgreens, or Rite Aid.
